It does away with the 
differential in favor of refined sugar, 
abolishes the No. 16 Dutch standard of 
color and levies a straight duty of I 
cen* a pound on the sugar contents of 
all imports, measured by the polari­ 
scope test. 
The present tariff on re­ 
fined sugar is 1.9 a pound. 
This cuts 
the duty almost in half.

Third Term Specter. 


There is no denying the fact that the 
more the d rift seems toward Roosevelt 
the more frequently the third term 
specter is seen. 
One m ight not notice

The glory of achievement in the com­ 
pletion of tile Panama canal belongs, 
according to Dr. W iley, not to the great 
engineers of tile country, but to health 
officers, bacteriologists, chemists, phy­ 
sicians aud sanitarians.
